Lompoc housing situation 
now in critical stage

Finding a place to live in Lompoc is 
getting to be quite a chore for those with 
limited incomes. 
It’s a bit like finding a needle in a 
haystack. 
According to Richard Mires, Jr., ex­ 
ecutive director of the Santa Barbara 
County Housing Authority, the tight 
money and housing markets have had un­ 
desirable side effects besides unemploy­ 
ment. 
As mortgage rates have gone up and 
new construction slowed to virtually 
nothing, already available housiM local­ 
ly has seen an increase in demand, which 
in turn drives rental costs upwards. 
And people whose income is on the low 
end of the scale, especially those depen­ 
dent on Social P u rity and Supplemen­ 
tary Security Income, are really being 
caught in a squeeze. 
As landlords have adjusted rentals up­ 
wards to reflect the current market . 
situation, many people have been forced 
out of houses and apartments simply 
because they can no longer afford the 
rent. 
But it takes a little luck to find a better 
situation anywhere else. In fact, in Lom­ 
poc it’s getting exceedingly difficult to 
find a place to live period, let alone one 
you can afford. 
Commenting on the situation Mires 
said; 
‘in the last 12 months we’ve seen the 
market tighten up. W e’ve found 
. landlords following the trend of rents 
elsewhere and rent is moving up rapidly. 
Now rents are starting to equate what 
Santa Barbara’s were for a long time and 
the owners know they’re in the driver’s 
seat,” he said. 
We’re getting inquiries not onlv from 
low income people, but others who just 
can’t find a place to live. It’s an unusual 
situation—there is just nothing 
available,” he added. 
The housing authority has dealt 
primarily in finding low colt housing for 
elderly residents of the city and has been 
fairly successful. 
There are about 90 units of low income 
housing in the city mostly inhabited by 
senior citizens, which is owned by the 
Federal government. The last were built 
in 1962. Since then the housing authority 
has conducted a lease program with the 
private sector. 
The program, operated under the 
auspices and funding of the Housing and 
Urban Development Administration of 
'the Federal government, essentially 
amounts to a rent subsidy program. 
Under it the housing authority screens 
applicants to determine Uieir financial 
eligibility and finds them a suitable 
place to live. 
The housing authority negotiates with 
the property owner for a fair rental price 
and leases the residence. "ГЬе difference 
between the rental price and what the te­ 
nant could afford to pay is made up by 
the housing authority. 
Approximately 1200 of such lease 
agreements exist county-wide, with 140 
of them in Lompoc. They run for as 
much as five years in some cases. 
This program has worked well for all 
concerned. Mires said. Many of №e 
landlords will rent to the housing 
authority for less than the market price 
. as long as they’re not losing money, 
because they’re pleased with the 
program, he added. 
‘‘TTiey want lo help the older people 
and they know we have a quality 
program with good quality tenants,” he

said. 
This program cannot be expanded any 
more. There are new HUD programs on 
the drawing boards that will take its 
place. 


According to estimates there are about 
3,000 senior citizens in Lompoc and 
Mires thinks it’s a pretty safe bet that 
many of them need housing assistance. 
He says construction of new housing 
for elderly and other low income people 
is top priority right now but the neces­ 
sary funds aren’t available. He says 150 
to 200 units could probably be filled quite 
easily. 
The citizens of Lompoc have approved 
a measure allowing the housing 
authority to build and own 68 new units. 
'These he hopes to have within a year’s 
time if HUD ever frees the funds that 
have been allocated for this purpose. 
In addition, under a new HUD program 
designed to replace the ones now in ex­ 
istence, the housing authority will be 
able to enter rent-subsidy agreements 
similar to those now existing. 
Mires said 56 units have been ear­ 
marked for Santa Barbara County with 
Lompoc expected to get all of them. 
Here again though, the housing authority 
is unable to do anything immediately 
since the program has yet to be im­ 
plemented. 
Of course even when the funding 
comes through and all the red tape is cut, 
the recipients of aid under this program 
will have to find places to rent, no easy 
task. 
The change this program Will make is 
the renters themselves must find the 
residence and negotiate the agreement 
with the landlord. They will first be cer- 


Factory shutdowns, 
unemployment seen 
over gas shortage 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Ford’s economic and energy advisers ex­ 
pect a nationwide natural gas shortage of 
about 15 per cent this winter that could 
cause factory shutdowns and new un­ 
employment. a White House spokesman 
said today. 
That kind of shortage would be about 
50 per cent worse than last winter’s and 
in some states like Ohio and Penn­ 
sylvania it could be two or three times 
the nationwide average, said Deputy 
White House Press Secretary William 
Greener, 
Ford was informed of the outlook at a 
two-hour White House meeting Thursday 
afternoon and “ the President reviewed 
various administrative actions he could 
take to help minimize” the impact. 
Greener told reporters. 
Greener said “ no final decisions were 
made” at Thursday’s session and that he 
could not provide any details about the 
•options discussed. 
Ford was given a preliminary report 
being drafted by an interagency task 
force. Greener said today the report 
predicted the states likely to be hardest 
hit would be Iowa, Maryland, Missouri, 
New Jersey, New York, North and South 
Carolina. Ohio, Pennsylvania and 
Virginia. 
Another White House spokesman, John 
Carlson, said the nation now is consum­ 
ing about 22 trillion cubic feet of natural 
gas annually. Last year, he said, the 
shortage was about 10 per cent and that 
it is expected to reach 15 per cent this 
winter. 
Carlson said industrial users probably 
would be crippled first by the shortage 
and that some factories might have to 
close, putting people out of work. 
Residential users would suffer next, he 
said. 
‘‘It’s very difficult to determine which 
industries will be hit first,” he said. 
Ford has called repeatedly for

tified by the housing authority as eligible 
for the program. 


Mires feels problems may arise here 
since the landlords won’t be dealing 
directly with the housing authority. 
‘"They won’t have any incentive to 
work with us especially if they can get as 
much or more money on the open market 
without all the hassles of working with 
the government,” he said. 
Mires said the housing authority has 
been talking to private developers 
about constructing new housing units for 
the elderly, but so far nothing has come 
of such efforts, due he thinks, to the fact 
developers can’t get the needed financ­ 
ing. 
So for the immediate future older peo­ 
ple with fixed incomes are going to have 
a tough time if they have to find a new 
residence. Mires said he has quit being 
optimistic about helping them. 
‘‘I’ve quit promising them. I tell them 
I ’m working as hard as I can and if 
anything comes up they’ll be the first to 
know. In the meantime I tell them to 
write their congressmen and senators,” 
he said. 
Mires said the senators and Represen­ 
tative Robert Lagomarsino have been 
receptive and are getting good responses 
from HUD in their efforts to secure 
housing assistance for Lompoc. 
Mires said he hopes to have some con­ 
crete information ‘‘within 30 days.” 
Even then it may be quite some time 
before anything can be done to really 
help. 
The housing situation in Lompoc may 
get worse before it gets better.

Advisory committee 


files criticism of 


general plan report

Following a long and restless discus­ 
sion last night, the Lompoc General Plan 
Advisory Committee unanimously pas­ 
sed a motion to dispatch a letter to the 
Santa Barbara County Board of Super­ 
visors expressing their “ displeasure” 
with the preliminary report on updating 
the county’s general plan. 


Committee Chairman Hugh D. Young 
said this morning the letter will read 
that the report is ‘‘totally unacceptable” 
and the report maps, which are difficult 
to read, “ in no way depict the previous 
recommendations made by this commit­ 
tee over the past year.” 
Since the preliminary report was made 
available last month to the committee, 
much controversy has arisen. It reached 
an end Wednesday for county assistant 
planning director Carl Kraemer when he 
resigned. 
Kraemer publicly criticized the county 
supervisors for making the report 
available to the committee by saying. 
“ The supervisors screwed up. all five of 
them, all of them playing politics with 
the home folks.” He maintains he 
resigned because of ill health due to job 
pressure and was not forced out because 
of criticism, though he has received 
much flak for his public statement. 
Young said the committee has much 
praise for Kraemer’s work and of his 
devotion to them and the body is sad to 
see him leave. 
Besides not reflecting committee 


recommendations, the preliminary 
report is rejected by the committee 
because of its inaccuracies; 
— The maps contain gross inac­ 
curacies, contends Young. For example, 
he said, a map will show a developed 
area as open space. 
— The script and maps do not coincide. 
“ The script reads oneway, but the maps 
depict something else” 
— Table of growth projections are off. 
A table projects a population growth in a 
certain county area while that population 
density has already been reached, 
remarked the chairman. 
Young stressed that the committed 
now plans to take the report apart “ bit 
by bit,” criticizing and making “ our 
desires known to the supervisors” 
The 24-member advisory committee 
was established to provide local input on 
county planning matters. 
Young believes that the committee’s 
recommendations will ultimately be .r.- 
corporated in the final planning report, 
not all of them, but a substantial portion 
of them. 
He doesn’t feel Livingston and Blayney 
are poor county consultants 
“ They are probably fine planners, but 
why our ideas were not depicted in the 
preliminary report, we can’t say for cer­ 
tain.” he said. 
He said he feels the recommendations 
were not purposely left out. 
Livingston and Blayney are working 
under a half million dollar contract tc 
update and revise the county’s general 
plan. 


Israel, Egypt negotiation 


shifts into high gear 


United Press International 
Israeli reports in Tel Aviv said today 
indirect negotiations between Israel and 
Egypt on a new Sinai withdrawal pact 
have shifted into high gear. One report 
put current chances of success as high as 
70 per cent. 
The Israeli press reports appeared as 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin huddled 
with his negotiating team for the second 
successive day to consider Egyptian 
proposals on a new accord. 
The team’s preliminary appraisal of 
the proposals, received in Tel Aviv 
Wednesday, was transmitted Thursday 
to Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
in Washington. 
The appraisal repeated Israel’s posi­ 
tion and did not for the time being show 
any movement from its ‘‘final offer” 
delivered to Cairo last week, the new­ 
spaper Ma’ariv said. 
But the newspaper Yedioth Ahronath 
said ‘‘the tempo of the negotiations has 
gone into high gear” and “ generally, 
there is optimism in Washington and 
Jerusalem, and in Jerusalem the 
chances for success have been estimated 
as up to 70 per cent.’’ 
Israeli Defense Minister Shimon Peres 
said Thursday the negotiations had 
reached their final stages and the results 
should be known in several weeks. 
Kissinger has said he would be ready 
to resume his Middle East shuttle to con­ 
clude a second troop disengagement 
agreement once the chances for success 
reach 90 per cent. He mediated the first 
pact, which was signed in January, 
1974.

The newspaper of Rabin’s ruling Labor 
party. Davar. said Egypt has 
relinquished its demand that Refidim, 
Israel's big forward air base in Sinai, be 
included as part of a new limited forces 
zone established under a new agreement. 
Refidim is northeast of the Mitla and 
Gidi passes in west-central Sinai and 
Israeli military leaders have expressed 
concern that any new Egyptian frontline 
too close to the installation would 
destroy its effectiveness in wartime.

Housing problem critical 


for low income families

Elderly people are bearing a 
large share of the housing shor­ 
tage in Lompoc but there are 
others, namely low income 
families, who can't find places 
to stay either 
According to the executive 
d ir e c to r of the h o u sin g 
authority, Richard Mires, Jr., 
his office is seeing many 
families desperately trying to 
find someplace to stay they can 
afford. 
There is a need for three and 
four bedroom situations," he 
said 
We have young couples 
coming in here with children, 
working people making (800-900 
a month. They can’t find 
anyplace to rent and they sure 
can’t afford to buy property on 
that income " 
Women with children and no 
husbands are also finding it 
tough. Landlords are reluctant 
it seems to rent to them, even if 
they can afford the cost. Many 
are on welfare. 
The terrific demand for hous- 
ing in th e area en a b les 
landlords, not only to raise the 
rent, but impose more stringent 
requirements. 
No pets No small children. 
No children No single women. 
These are all conditions of 
renting that seem to be emerg­ 
ing more and more, according 
to Mires 
The Health and Welfare Coor­ 
dinating Council hears from a 
lot of people who are in 
desperate straits for a place to 
hang their hats. 
Sandy Skinner, a council 
director, has been seeing quite 
a few cases herself. She related 
one instance of people who 
needed a place to stay and final­ 
ly gave up and left town. 
She said two women, whose 
husbands are inmates at the 
Federal Correctional Institute, 
had come here from Utah with 
their four children, ranging in 
age from four years to four 
months. 
When she saw them , they had 
been sleeping in their c a r for 


three nights. She put them up 
for a couple of days 
so they 
could bathe the children and do 
their laundry 


Running out of money and un­ 
able to find a place to live they 
could afford, they finally went 
back to Utah 


She also put a family of four 
people, who had also been sl­ 
eeping in their car, up in a 
motel for one night.

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Five-day hostage 
drama ends as 
guerrillas land 


TRIPOLI, Libya (UPI) - A 
five-day drama that began Mon­ 
day when Japanese Red Army 
guerrillas captured the U.S. 
Embassy in Kuala Lumpur 
ended early today when a 
Japanese Air Line DC8 landed 
at Tripoli. The 10 Red Army 
men were taken into custody 
and four substitute hostages 
who had flown half way around 
the world from the Malaysian 
capital were freed 


The five guerrillas and their 
five fanatical Red Army 
colleagues released from Japa­ 
nese jails through their seizure 
of 53 hostages in Kuala Lumpur 
were taken away in windowless 
mini-ambulances to an un­ 
known fate The nine Japanese 
crewmen and four substitute 
hostages were preparing to 
return home. 
A Libyan spokesman said ac­ 
ceptance of the Japanese 
terrorists did not mean that 
Libya will offer cooperation 
with Red Army activities Li­ 
byan Communications Minis­ 


ter Nuri Feituri told a news 
conference: 
“ Only high level pressure 
from Japan and Malaysia 
caused our decision to accept 
these men. We did accept this 
because of the humanity point 
of view and we wanted the 
hostages to arrive safe.” 
The DC8 which carried the 
guerrillas and their hostages to 
Tripoli was still sitting on the 
tarmac approximately a half 
mile from the terminal building 
late today and there was no 
evidence of refueling although 
the Japanese said they would 
depart by 8 a.m. PDT. 
The Japanese government ex­ 
pressed “ deep regret” today 
that it had to free five im- 
risoned radicals in exchange 
or 53 hostages held by Red 
Army terrorists who seized the 
U.S. embassy in Kuala lumpur. 
Ichitaro Ide, chief cabinet 
secretary and official govern­ 
ment spokesman, said in a 
statement the government took 
"unprecedented steps” to en­ 
sure the lives of hostages.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
chairman of the Agricultural

Portugal gets new 


left-w ing cabinet 


LISBON. Portugal (UPI) - 
President Francisco da Costa 
Gomes swore in a new left-wing 
“ transitional” cabinet today 
and appealed to Portugal's 
soldiers and civilians to halt 
their violent opposition to the 
pro-Communist policies of the 
ruling three-man junta 
Gen Vasco Goncalves — the 
main target of the dissent — 
retained his position as prime 
minister. Goncalves, who has 
close ties with the Communist 
party, called his opponents 
“neo-fascists” and reactionar­ 
ies and vowed to repress their 
activities. 


A wave of opposition against 
the three generals has swept 
northern Portugal and it ap­ 
peared Thursday that there 
might be a military revolt 
against the government Army 
troops and police stood back do­ 
ing nothing as angry mobs 
burned Communist party head­ 
quarters in several towns and 
the goverment sent in pro­ 
leftist forces. 
The president reassured the 
public that the three ruling 
generals still wanted to create 
“ Pluralistic Socialism” in the 
country and urged the entire 
country to remain calm and not 


participate in violence 
The prime minister rushed 
his cabinet into existence after 
the army commanders of the 
central and southern military 
districts joined other moderate 
officers in opposition to Portu­ 
gal being turned into a Soviet- 
style state Army officers in the 
northern district signed a 
similar petition. 
Army chief-of-staff Gen Car­ 
los Fabiao did not attend the 
ceremonies in the presidential 
palace and military security 
chief Gen Otelo Saraiva de 
Carvalho abruptly left the room 
at the end of the speeches.

“ It’s like finding out your 
mother doesn’t know how to 
make apple pie,” said Agricul­ 
ture Commissioner John Dyson 
in announcing the indictments 
Thursday. 
The ice cream manufacturer 
was named in 244 counts involv­

Man charged 


for murder at 


Lake Lopez 


SAN LUIS OBISPO (UPI) - 
Patrick Lee, 20, Oceano, has 
been charged with murder in 
the fatal shooting of 21-year-old 
Albert Kodiak on a remote trail 
northeast of Lake Lopez in a 
public recreation area. 
Kodiak’s body was dis­ 
covered Thursday. He had been 
killed by a single .32 caliber 
bullet fired into the back of his 
head. 
When sheriff’s deputies ar­ 
rived on the scene, they said 
they found Lee hiding in some 
nearby bushes. He surprised 
them and held them at gunpoint 
for 15 minutes before they 
talked him into giving them his 
gun and surrendering. 
The San Luis Obispo sheriff’s 
office said it did not know the 
motive for the killing. So far as 
is known, Lee and Kodiak did 
not know one another, a 
spokesman said. 
Lee also has been charged 
with the attempted murder of 
his 69-year-old stepmother 
Thelma Lee. He allegedly beat 
her with a meat tenderizer in 
her trailer July 25. She was still 
in critical condition with mas­ 
sive head injuries. 


taminated products. The indict­ 
ment also names a Good Humor 
official and a former quality 
control official. 
The company, famous for its 
bell-ringing trucks selling a 
variety of ice cream concoc­ 
tions, was indicted on 122 felony 
counts of falsifying business 
records and 122 misdemeanor 
counts of making and selling 
adulterated food. If convicted 
on all counts, the fines could 
total $1.281 million. 
A Good Humor spokesman 
would not comment on the 
charge of falsification of 
records but said the bacteria 
coliform, allegedly found in 
samples of the firm’s product, 
are “ not harmful to health or 
dangerous in any way.” 
The bacteria are found in 
human and animal feces, state 
officials said, and a large dose 
could cause nausea and sto­ 
mach pains. 
Brooklyn District Attorney 
Eugene Gold said Good Humor 
since 1972 has “ knowingly 
produced, shipped, and sold ice 
cream products containing a 
bacterial count higher than per­ 
mitted by law.” 
Gold said in one case, 
McGuire Air Force Base in 
New Jersey rejected a Good 
Humor ice cream shipment 
because of the high coliform 
count. 


SAN CLEMENTE, Calif. 
(UPI) — Richard Nixon ap­ 
pears to be taking the first ten­ 
tative steps out of the isolation 
that has been his lifestyle since 
he announced a year ago today 
he 
was 
resigning 
the 
presidency. 
On the evening of Aug. 8,1974, 
Nixon went on national televi­ 
sion to tell the American people 
that he thought it was in the 
best interests of the country for 
him to step down. He was faced 
with impeachment pro­ 
ceedings in the Watergate scan­ 
dal. 
The next morning, as Air 
Force One was flying over the 
Middle West, the office passed 
to Gerald Ford. When Nixon 
landed in California he was just 
another citizen. 
Nixon has not set foot outside 
California since. He has, in 
fact, ventured out of his San 
Clemente estate no more than a 
dozen times and then no more 
than a hundred miles on 
pleasure drives, to a party at 
Palm Springs and to a hospital 
in Long Beach. 


But there are indications on 
this first anniversary of his fall 
from power that he intends to 
break out of the self imposed 
shell. 


On July 31, he played host at 
his home here to some 20 fellow 
members of the “Cave Man 
Camp” of the Bohemian Grove, 
a group that meets yearly in a 
retreat north of San Francisco. 
The “ Cave Man” was the camp 
of former President Herbert 
Hoover. 
Among his guests were 
veteran newscaster Lowell 
Thomas; 
Em il 
“ Bu s” 
Mosbacher, the America’s Cup 
skipper and former chief of 
protocol 
at 
the 
State 
Department; San Francisco 
restaurateur George Mar- 
dikian and camp captain Bob 
Swain of Dallas. 
It was the first social occa­ 


sion at the Nixon home in the 
entire year. He has had visits 
from close friends Charles 
“ Bebe” Rebozo and Robert 
Abplanalp and daughters Tricia 
and Julie and their husbands 
have spent some days there on 
birthdays, anniversaries and 
during their vacations. 


President Ford called on him 
at the hospital a few days after 
his operation to control a 
phlebitic condition Henry Kiss­ 
inger visited here briefly. Two 
of the powers of the Republican 
party. Barry Goldwater and 
Ronald Reagan, have paid 
calls. 


From friends to whom he has 
made telephone calls, it has 
been ascertained he is working 
on a book of memoirs but ap­ 
parently has got only as far as 
the year 1946 He is handicap­ 
ped because the issue of posses­ 
sion of his presidential papers 
and Watergate tapes is in litiga­ 
tion. 


His personal staff now ap­ 
parently numbers four secre­ 
taries and Col. Jack Brennan, 
his former military aide who 
replaced his longtime se­ 
cretary, Rose Mary Woods, 
who has retired on pension.

busing and reform of the health 
care system. 


He did say that busing to 
achieve racial balance in public 
schools “has not produced good 
results” and has “ left many 
people feeling their rights have 
been violated ” But he later 
said he had no quick solutions to 
replace busing and pledged to 
uphold the law. 


At a hearing he was asked by 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy. El- 
Mass., whether he believed 
everyone has a right to health 
care regardless of their person­ 
al finances. “ I don’t know 
whether it’s a right, but 1 know 
it’s a problem,” Mathews 
replied.

Deaf teacher of year 
is a former Lompocan

Former Lompoc resident Kenneth H. Trigueiro last month won the 1975 
California Deaf Teacher of the Year Award. This may strike you as odd if you 
remember him and know that all the years he lived in Lompoc his hearing was 
pitch perfect. 
If you don't remember, it may refresh your memory to know that this is the 
same Ken Trigueiro who won the awards in track and cross-country at Lompoc 
High School and Santa Barbara City College. 
He still holds a record or two at both institutions, according to his sister. 
Mrs Nadine R. Pate who lives in Lompoc. 
After a 16 year absence from any kind of sports activity, Ken is now discover­ 
ing - to his elation — he can play a little softball with his two daughters 
without getting so dizzy he must sit down. The dizziness has not completely 
subsided, however. 
It was 16 years ago that Ken suddenly lost his hearing, speech, and the 
prospect of ever being a certificated teacher — all at the age of 28 Since then, 
he has miraculously regained his speech and was finally allowed to teach in a 
public classroom despite his deafness 
The story of Ken Trigueiro, teacher for the La Mesa-Spriag Valley School 
District in Southern California, is a story worth knowing. 
Ken awakened one summer morning in 1959 in the desert where he worked to 
earn money for college. He stepped out of bed and fell on the floor. Getting up, 
he would stagger and fall again 
Without warning he lost his hearing. And although doctors cannot explain 
why, he also lost his speech 
Ken says a tick had settled in his ear and may have been there for as long as 
eight years. The insect caused an infection which eventually spread to the 
other ear. 
Doctors do not know why both ears were infected instead of one. 
He had earned a BS at Cal Poly in San Luis Obispo and was working on an MS 
at UCLA when the two handicaps befell him. Almost without skipping a beat, 
he learned to lip read in two months, continued the MS program, and began tak­ 
ing classes in the Special Education Department at Cal State in Los Angeles. 
Almost as strangely as he lost his speech. Ken mysteriously started to 
recover his speaking ability. Learning to talk again was a frustrating ex­ 
perience for him, but not as frustrating as being mute. 
“ If I couldn’t talk." he says today, “ I’d be frustrated." 
Though he could speak, he was stone deaf, so he was not allowed to student 
teach and without student teaching experience, he could not be certified. 
State officials ultimately consented and Ken student taught in the La Mesa- 
Spring Valley Elementary School District in 1968. He was subsequently hired 
by the disctrict.This made him the first deaf teacher employed in San Diego 
County, according to district special education coordinator Richard M. Bissell. 
Ken is now highly praised for his tireless efforts in the school district and the 
community at large to serve deaf people. It was for this reason that he was 
nominated as a rightful candidate for the deaf teacher award. 
An excellent classroom teacher of deaf and hard of hearing students at 
Parkway Junior High School in La Mesa, he is credited with starting the junior 
high program in 1971. (Before that when deaf students reached junior high age 
they had to attend regular classes or leave their families to attend a school for 
the deaf in Riverside ) 
Ken also started an elective course in sign language for hearing students so 
they may better communicate with deaf students. 
On the community level, Ken was the “ moving force” behind the founding of 
the East County Parents. Teachers, and Friends of the Deaf and Hard of Hear­ 
ing. He readily speaks to service clubs on the deaf. 
At the same time, he continues to work towards a second masters at San 
Diego State, concentrating on the mentally retarded and emotionally handicap­ 
ped and those with learning disabilities. 
Ken Trigueiro. then, is not only valuable as a teacher of deaf students, he is a 
perfect model for them to emulate.

Dougherty and Fred Wampler. 
Nine golfers were at even par 70. including Jack Nicklaus, 
who bogeyed the final hole, and Tom Weiskopf, who shot his 
way back into the thick of things with birdies on the final 
three holes. 
Hayes, who admitted to being nervous only on his second 
shot on the final hole, almost birdied the 18th. 


His tee shot plugged in the soft ground between two 
bunkers and he got a drop. After his ball twice rolled back 
into a bunker, he was allowed to place it and then drilled a 
four-iron shot 12 feet from the pin. The putt missed 
Hayes, who stands 48th on this year’s money-winning list 
with 147.951. said he had been experimenting with his swing 
during the first two practice roupds at firestone.

H ere’s the latest men’s fashion 
bulletin, direct from New York. 
For semi-formal and informal occa­ 
sions, press conferences, and apres-ski, 
the only acceptable attire is khaki jungle 
jacket, bandana headband, blue jeans, 
and waffle-stomper hiking boots. 
This report comes to us courtesy of 
Bill Walton, noted fashion expert. Trivia 
fans will remember Walton as a tall red­ 
headed guy who once played basketball. 
Walton delivered his timely fashion tip 
at a news conference earlier this week. 
The audience consisted mostly of 
sportswriters, who for the most part 
were wearing ties and suits. 
It was a truly consciousness-raising 
experience for the writers, who were 
also informed that their lifestyle is as 
lousy as their wardrobe. 
Managing editors all over New York 
were stunned the next day when their 
sportswriters showed up at work in 
Walton-approved casual outfits, handed 
in their resignations, and headed for 
caves in the forest. 
After all, the writers could hardly be 
expected to ignore advice from one of 
such proven wisdom as Walton. 
Like E.F. Hutton, when W.F. Walton 
talks — putting down your dress and 
style of living — you listen. 
He told the folks at the press con­ 
ference that their lives were “one con­ 
tradiction after another.” Walton is an 
expert on contradictions. In college he 
harangued sportswriters on the subject 
of basketball as a team game, not an in­ 
dividual sport. Then, once he turned pro, 
he destroyed the unity of his team by 
skipping games because of an injury and 
turning up on the ski slopes. 
That’s the same Walton who flatly 
renounced materialism in all forms, and 
now does most of his renouncing from 
within his $100,000 hovel in Oregon. 
Walton is (was?) a gifted athlete, 
which automatically qualifies him as a 
spokesman for all social and political is­ 
sues. He’s one of the new wave of jock 
philosophers. 
Bill presents his arguments for the 
political left with the same tact and 
grace, but with less eloquence, than 
Spiro Agnew once used to win the hearts 
of anticonservatives. 
Of course, Walton is not the first 
bearded seven-foot center to come out of 
UCLA and step on people’s sensibilities. 
Kareem Abdul-Jabbar spent most of 
his career at UCLA saying bad things 
about the school and Southern Califor­ 
nians. 
Upon graduation he ‘ was exiled to 
Milwaukee, which proved to be such a 
cultural wasteland that it made LA look 
good. So Abdul-Jabbar pleaded to be 
returned to the area populated by those 
same bigots and bumpkins that plagued 
his college years. 
Naturally he got his way. Seven-foot 
centers always do. 
No sooner back in town. Abdul-Jabbar 
is asked to appear in a charity basketball 
game to raise money for the family of a 
former UCLA athjete who dropped dead 
recently. Abdul-Jabbar accepted the in­ 
vitation. Then he never showed up. 
Remember how your high school 
coach, and Curt Gowdy, and all the guys 
who broadcast college football, have 
always told you that athletics build 
character? Maybe athletics just don’t 
build character seven feet tali. 
Meanwhile, the world turns its eyes to 
UCLA, to look for the next tall prophet 
who will lead his people out of the 
fashion wilderness. 
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Williams came cheap; 
pays off big for A's

Those who thought the Oakland A’s’ 
r«ign was over when they lost pitcher 
Jim “Catfish” Hunter were undere­ 
stimating the abilities of one Billy Leo 
Williams. 
The off-season acquisition of Williams 
from the Chicago Cubs by A’s owner 
Charles O. Finley may have been the 
greatest bargain since five-cent baseball 
bubblegum cards. 
The 37-year-old Williams, one of the 
all-time stars of the Cubs, was acquired 
last winter by the A’s for two relief 
pitchers and infielder Manny Trillo. And 
now he has become one of the key 
reasons why Oakland is headed for a 
fourth consecutive American League 
Western Division title. 
Williams, a lifetime .296 batter, has 
not hit for a high average, but his run 
production has been exactly what the A’s 
were hoping for when they obtained him 
to serve as their designated hitter.

PORTLAND, Ore. (UPI) — Vegetarian Bill Walton 
is beefing up for the 1975-76 National Basketball As­ 
sociation season. 
Big Bill is getting really big, for him. He’s tipping 
the scales at 240 pounds and rising. 
“I’d like to be at 260 for the start of the season,” he 
told a friend visiting him the other day. 
“It was meal time at Walton’s house,” said the as­ 
sociate, “but the others there had finished and Bill sat 
at his table and continued to eat his vegetable 
specialties for a full two hours. He does it every day, 
slowly, but surely, adding sustenance beyond his nor­ 
mal intake.” 
And there isn’t an ounce of fat either. 
His Portland Trail Blazer coach, Lenny Wilkens, had 
said from his Seattle area summer basketball camp 
for kids that he wanted to see Walton bigger and 
stronger for his second season in the NBA. Wilkens 
said that at 205 pounds Walton wasn’t as big as he 
would like to handle the professional giants opposite 
him. Walton, who had an injury-plagued rookie season, 
got dotfn to 205 pounds and looked gaunt although he 
claimed to be strong. 
New Yorkers, not used to seeing Walton every day, 
failed to note the added weight when Walton was in the 
big city earlier in the week to lend his vocal support to 
his close friends and frequent residential guests Jack 
and Micki S cott- who called a news conference to say 
they would not testify about missing fugitive newspa­ 


per heiress Patty Hearst when the Scotts appear 
before grand juries in Pennsylvania this month and 
next. 
Walton said this summer that fans in the NBA had 
not really seen him at his best, and “I am looking 
forward to the new season to show them what Bill 
Walton really can do. I was hurt, and when you’re in­ 
jured, you cannot do your best and the fans shouldn’t 
nave expected it.” 
“I’m going to be much more aggressive in the new 
season,” he told his dinner visitor the other day. “I’ve 
gotten some tips from Wilt Chamberlain on how to 
build my self up.” Chamberlain once was reputed to 
among the world’s strongest men. 
The former UCLA three-time All America has a 
dedicated physical training ritual daily. He jogs about 
seven miles each morning. He also works out about 
two hours daily in a local gym, working on weights and 
muscle building exercises, then he bicycles 25-30 miles 
around the city. Then he eats, two hours worth at a 
time. 


“Caring for one’s body,” Walton said earlier in the 
summer, “is very important. Changing my diet to 
vegetarian, which consists of fruits and vegetables, 
nuts, grains, seeds, herbs and juices has done wonders 
for me. Such a diet has brought back my soul’s con­ 
sciousness.” 
“There are those who have said my diet doesn’t give 


me the strength to keep up with the grind in the NBA. 
But my strength has never been better.” 
But obviously he got the message from Wilkens that 
6-11 centers at 205 pounds do not hold their own in the 
NBA. “Lenny is the coach and I will do what he says 
should be done,” says Walton. 
As for aggressiveness, his off court remarks in New 
York with relation to the Scotts gives a clue to his new 
mental toughness. Only last May he had said, “Jour­ 
nalism serves a valuable function in our society. We 
need a good free press and the value it plays in this 
country. I am much more impressed with writers of 
the front page than writers of the sports page and 
there are some good sports writers. But there are 
some sports writers not so good, who write things that 
just aren’t true.” 
He got tough with the front page writers in New 
York, saying he didn’t like the way reporters live, 
dressed, and relate to other people...“you know, one 
lie after another — one contraction alter another.” 
His former UCLA coach John Wooden said in 
Milwaukee that while he didn’t agree with Walton and 
his remarks about his country, that Bill “is not a 
malingerer. He got injured. Fans should not be critical 
of him for his disappointing first NBA season.

semis and Ashe dethroned Jim ­ 
my Connors in the finals 
Ashe, of Miami, is seeded se­ 
cond only to Vilas here and it is 
conceivable that the two could 
meet for the title on Monday. 
Vilas has won all his cham­ 
pionships so far this year on 
clay—a big factor why he is 
considered the man to beat for 
the $16,000 first prize 
“Clay is my favorite sur­ 
face,’’ he said, “ I learned to 
play on clay. I feel I can do 
more things on clay.” 
Some, including Ashe, were 


beginning to wonder if anybody 
was capable of beating Vilas on 
clay but “ Bill,” as he is known 
on the tennis circuit, said he 
didn't think he was unbeatable. 
“ I have a difficult draw 
here,” he said between munch­ 
ing on a bowl of cereal with 
raisins and splashed with 
yogurt.

Where is the sense of 
Congress? Where is the 
leadership in Congress? 
All of the great lawmakers 
of this great land are current­ 
ly, once again, in recess after 
not doing much more than 
raising their salaries through 
cost-of-living adjustments. 
Meanwhile, the nation 
stands floundering for another 
month without an energy plan, 
without any effort toward tax 
reform, without consideration 
of viable programs to assist 
the economic recovery of the 
country and many, many more 
important issues. 
The energy plan is of vital 
concern to all. Congress has

stated repeatedly to the Presi­ 
dent and the American people 
that they need more time to 
develop an effective energy 
program. If they need more 
time, why aren’t they 
working? Instead of acting or 
working on such a program, it 
has taken five recesses in 
seven months. Recesses, we 
might add, are set by congres­ 
sional leadership. 
To bide for time on the 
energy situation, Congress ap­ 
proved a six-month extension 
of price controls, which has 
kept the price of “old” oil 
about 60 per cent of domestic 
production at $5.25 a barrel. 
President Ford’s proposal to 


phase out the price controls 
over either 30 or 39 months 
were rejected by Congress. 
Ford is certain to veto the 
latest congressional extension. 
The current extension expires 
August 31 at which time the 
price of the oil could soar to 
world levels of $12 to $13 a 
barrel. 
These differences must be 
ironed out for the good of us 
all. 
It is reported that Ford is 
seriously considering calling a 
special session this month as 
he has the constitutional 
power to interrupt recess to do 
so. We urge that he do just 
that. 


The crisis In New York City has caused 
some pain to some people and will cause 
greater pain to more people as the clouds 
gradually part and the public realizes 
that all the Democratic rhetoric in town 
cannot create money out of hot air.

industrial staplers. When I was running 
for mayor of New York in 1965, the 
Professor made the statement that there 
was “nothing” New York suffered from 
that couldn’t be “cured” by "doubling its 
budget.” Well, New York proceeded to 
raise even Mr. Galbraith’s ante. It 
tripled the budget. Ten years after mak­ 
ing this statement, Professor Galbraith 
was asked last week what he would do to 
help solve the problem. He answered: “I 
think it’s fair to say that no problem as­ 
sociated with New York City could not be 
solved by providing more money.” 


Mr. Galbraith made the mistake of be­ 
ing specific. "It’s outrageous,” he wrote 
in the New York Times, "that the 
development of the metropolitan com­ 
munity has been organized with escape 
hatches that allow people to enjoy the 
proximity of the city while not paying 
their share of taxes. It’s outrageous that 
a person can avoid income tax by moving 
to New Jersey or Connecticut. Fiscal 
funk holes are what the suburbs are.” 
Never mind for a moment the elegance 
of the language, or the extra-ordinary 
sociological naivete of the assumption 


An idea thinks its time has come 


SAVANNAH, OHIO - (NEA) - One 
would think any movement promising 
people $25,000 a year for 16-hour-a-week 
jobs would have applicants pounding on 
the doors. But the only current activity 
on the pastoral grounds of Technocracy, 
Inc., is the caretaker mowing the lawn. 
The parking signs point to empty lots, 
the two-year-old office 
building is manned by 
a 
lo n e 
w o rk e r. 
“Anybody who comes 
out here,” says an 
observer, "is probably 
lost off the In te r­ 
state.” 
It w asn’t always 
thus for Technocracy, 
Inc. Formed in the 
e a rly 1930s as a 
glim pse of a new 
social and economic 
order, it was one of 
many 
Depression-spawned ideologies 
that gnawed into the American imagina­ 
tion. With people selling apples in the 
street, when they could steal the apples, 
thousands read Technocracy pamphlets 
and listened to Technocracy speeches 
with serious if not altogether un­ 
suspicious interest. 
Even then the movement promised 
something for nothing, or at least very 
little: no poverty, no welfare, no class 
prejudice, no crime, no corruption and 
no politics. 
Expectedly, the interest quickly faded 
with national recovery. Today, the 
interest quickly faded with national 
recovery. Today, though membership 
fig u re s a re n o t d is c u s s e d by 
Technocracy officers, support is 
sustained by a small group of hard core 
enthusiasts throughout Hie United States 
and Canada. Says one, John Sheldon, a 
member of the movement’s board of 
directors: 
"We are not a pushy group. If people 
like us, fine, but we don’t overly 
promote. We think our ideas are right, 
we know they are right, and we are not 
so much advocating Hie changes we want 
as we are waiting for them to occur.” 
The changes expected are nothing 
short of cosmic, not only for America but 
for the entire continent. Technocracy 
foresees old order economic laws giving 
way to modern consumer eruptions, the 
result being Hie necessary forgoing of a 
continental naUon — the U.S., Canada, 
Mexico and all Central American 
countries — as a force for survival. And 
what survival! The Technocrats believe 
North American resources and people 
could be welded into a socio-economic 


entity that would secure for its nearly 
400 million people the highest, firmest 
and most effortless standard of living in 
history. 
M oney w ould be re p la c e d by 
guaranteed shares of the nation’s 
production, the equivalent of about 
$25,000 in goods and services annually. 
Work would be reorganized so that no 
one would have to begin it until age 25 
and so everyone could end it 20 years 
after. 
"Crime would disappear because there 
would be no need to profit from it,” says 
Sheldon. Corruption would end too, he 
adds, for the same reason. "Everybody 
would have exactly the same standard of 
living. Everybody would have exacUy 
the same opportunities. Under our 
system, life would be for living and not 
for enduring.” 
There is, of course, a catch in all this. 
Numerous catches, actually, but one in 
particular. Technocrats do not think

that people move to the suburbs ex­ 
clusively for the purpose of saving 
money. It is an uncommonly philistine 
statement, on the order of saying that 
people go to Vermont because the maple 
sugar is cheaper. Confine yourself to the 
economic point: 
The Connecticut and New Jersey com­ 
muter pays exactly the same New York 
State income tax on his salary as the 
New York City resident. This is deducted 
from his paycheck. What he is spared is 
Hie full force of the New York City in­ 
come tax This tax is 3.5% for residente, 
and approxim ately .5% for non­ 
residents. 
Moreover, the city income tax is prac­ 
tically brand new — a gift of the Lindsay 
administration. New York City had 
problems for a long time before it 
elected Mr. Lindsay for mayor, though 
none of comparable gravity, and solved 
them without a city income tax, which 
pays for less than 5% of the city budget. 
What will they propose next? A borough 
income tax? And after that? A block in­ 
come tax? 
It is consistent with related hallucina­ 
tions of Mr. Galbraith that the "af­ 
fluent” can subsidize every social 
spending scheme he can concoct. Alas, in 
this respect the rich get poorer, and the 
social innovators get richer. 
A simple test invalidates the whole of 
Mr. Galbraith’s thesis. Do comparable 
homes in Connecticut and New Jersey 
cost more than in Nassau County in New 
York? The answer is that they do not. By 
the time the out-of-state commuter has 
R 
iid his New York State income tax, his 
ew York City income tax (however 
reduced) and his commutaUon ticket, 
there is exiguous economic advantage. 
No doubt he also finds it a strange point 
for Mr. Galbraith to be stressing that the 
com m uter’s support of firem en, 
policemen, public schools, and welfare 
programs in Connecticut and New 
Jersey is somehow less honorable and 
civic-minded than support of them in 
New York City, where he spends approx­ 
imately one-third of his time, and to 
which he contributes through a state tax 
a considerable shore of his earnings.

Legalized gambling 


Utopia can be created by any but the 
most capable. Hence, poliUcs would be 
replaced by "a more stable and much 
more efficient” leadership system. 
Once united, North American social, 
technical, military and foreign relaUons 
responsibilities would be handled by a 
“ strictly business” government ap­ 
paratus. One hundred of the conUnent’s 
technical and intellectual giants would 
make up a legislature called Continental 
Control; that body would elect one of its 
own to be Continental Director (i.e. the 
President). Rationalism would replace 
democracy. All human events would be 
inflexibly centralized. 
What it is is a kind of super socialism, 
and Technocrats have never wavered as 
to its ultimate adoption.

“Of course we may recover again,” 
says John Sheldon, "but recession and 
depression will continue to occur. The 
end is inevitable.

How long can we have double-diget 
unemployment and hope for the best? 
This nation is flat broke now. There is 
only one answer.”

In an effort to block further encroach­ 
ments in the Lake Tahoe Basin by 
Nevada gaming interests, Assemblyman 
Edwin Z’Berg has proposed legalized 
gambling in California. His measure 
may well rally the educational and en­ 
vironmental forces of the state to its sup­ 
port 
For Z’Berg staunchly defends his bill 
as an environmental measure and “not a 
gambling bill.” He said it is designed to 
exert pressure upon Nevada to cease is­ 
suing permits for new casinos at Lake 
Tahoe. 
What may attract the formidable sup­ 
port of the education lobby is a provision 
which would allocate 50 per cent of the 
tax revenues from such legalized gambl­ 
ing to the state’s education fund. As 
C ongressm an John B urton once 
remarked on the floor of the Assembly, 
the school people would approve the 
Legislature robbing banks if they were 
promised the money. 


Z’Berg’s measure, a constitutional 
amendment, would establish a state 
gaming commission with authority to 
license casinos. However, these would be 
permitted only in two counties, El 
Dorado and Placer, and then only on 
sites outside the basin. But none could be 
licensed until Nevada acted to approve 
one more casino at Tahoe. 
It is that threat which Z’Berg hopes 
will serve to head off any new gambling 
establishments at the lake. 


Z’Berg’s sincerity in the matter is 
hardly subject to dispute. He has a solid 
record of championing environmental 
causes. His efforts to establish controls 
over the development of Lake Tahoe has 
been unceasing. They have also been 
futile. 
For, although Z’Berg’s legislation 
created a Tahoe Regional Planning 
Agency, designed to halt expansion of 


gambling attractions at the lake, new 
high rise gaming hotels have continued 
to win approval. 
The problem arises because the lake 
shores on the two states. Nevada, where 
gambling is legal, obviously does not 
share California’s concern over the 
future of Lake Tahoe. It apparently sees 
nothing wrong in permitting further 
casino concentrations in the basin. 
The environmentalists not only oppose 
any new gaming palaces but many 
would like to rid the area of those 
already there. But it has become more 
than a mere battle of environmentalists 
versus developers. 
They have aroused the fears of many 
Californians not normally identified with 
ecological causes. Reports of pollution of 
the lake to Hie point where it is claimed 
near irredeemable, together with air 
pollution now said to be at the level of 
San Francisco, have been alarming. 
Arguing that those who go to the area 
to gamble “don’t even know the lake is 
there,” they contend the lake should be 
preserved for its recreational and scenic 
value. “Gambling can be done anywhere 
even in the middle of the desert as Las 
Vegas has proved,” they theorize. 
It is an irony that Nevada has seemed 
to favor the buildup of Tahoe gambling in 
preference to Reno which is much more 
accessible to Californians. A four-lane 
divided highway goes directly there from 
the Bay Area whereas the south Lake 
Tahoe access is over a mountainous 
route, much of which is wily two-lane. 
Z’Berg’s proposal follows the line of 
thinking which periodically has brought 
proposals for a “ buffer zone’’ of 
legalized gambling one mile within the 
Califomia-Nevada border on the direct 
routes to Reno and Las Vegas. Those 
favoring that plan have sought to head 
off the flow of California money into 
Nevada.
